Senator Cummins was 7(1 y ears old.

sive, and looked upon by “ big busi­ 
ness 
then as a dangerous foe, his 
later y ears found him a solid con-; 
serxativc, a “ Coolidge” republican, I 
whose earlier legislative views were I 
made to seem tame by the polities 
introduced by such men as Brook­ 
hart and his associates. 
Messages of condolence came to ­ 
day not alone from Iowa, where for 
a quarter oi a century Cummins had 
dominated republicans polities, but 
from all parts of the nation where 
lie had won friends. 
He was one of the last of that 
small group of senators which two 
decades ago was looked upon 
as 
ty pical of the

west.

for another term. 


Cummins was born February 25, 


1850, at Carmichaels, Pa. He re- 
ceived the degree of doctor of laws 
at Waynesburg, Pa., 
and studied 


surveying at Cornell College in Io- 
wa, lie practiced law in 
Chicago 


for three years before entering pol- 
itics in Iowa in 1888. when he took 
his first public office as a member 
of the Iowa house of 
representa- 


tives. 


From 1902 to 1908 he served three 


terms as governor of Iowa and was 
elected in 1908 to serve* the unex- 
pired term of the late United States 
Senator Alliston. For the next 18 
years Iowa voters sent him to the

Mich., in 1874. She preceded him in 
•loath by many years.
